DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Receipt of the Amendment, filed on March 13, 2008, is acknowledged. 
Cancellation of claims 1-10 and 21 has been entered. 
Claims 1 1-20 and 22-24 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 11-16, 23 and 24 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims, 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 11-16, 23 
and 24 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 11-16, 23 and 24 
have been cancelled. 

In the title, pursuant to MPEP 606.01 , the title has been changed as follows, 
- SEMICONDUCTOR LIGHT EMITTING DEVICE PROVIDED WITH A LIGHT CONVERSION 
ELEMENT USING A HALOBORATE PHOSPHOR COMPOSITION -. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-20 and 22 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 17, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 17, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of the semiconductor light emitting element has a main peak in a range from 360nm to 400nm, 
and the phosphor is represented by a general formula of (M 1 . x . y Eu x M' y )2B 5 09M", where M is at 
least one selected from the group consisting of Mg, Ca, Be, and Sr, M' is at least one selected 
from the group consisting of Mn, Fe, Cr and Sn, 0.0001 < x < 0.5, and 0.0001 < y < 0.5, and M" 
is at least one halogen selected from the group consisting of F, CI, Br, and I. 

Regarding claims 18-20 and 22, claims 18-20 and 22 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 1 7 because of their dependency status from claim 1 7.
